Road Through Hills 
Is Now Proposed 


Citizens of Upper Sao Gabriel Valley 
Urge Continuation of Citrus or Grand 
Avenue South Through Foothills to 
Pomona Boulevard. 


The making of a wide mountain road 
straight south as a continuation of Cit­ 
rus or Grand avenue, connecting this 
valley with the Pomona boulevard a t 
Lemon and forming a junction with the 
mountain road proposed through the 
Brea canyon to Orange county, is a 
matter that is now being talken favor­ 
ably by many of the leading citizens 
of the upper San Gabriel valley. 


It is proposed that this road project 
be included in the bond issue for moun­ 
tain construction which is a/part of the 
program immediately confronting. the 
county board of supervisors.- On ano­ 
ther page of the Argus, the reader in­ 
terested in good roads will find a com­ 
plete^ outlining of the mountain con­ 
struction project, calling for a bond, 
issue to build the road through the 
San Gabriel canyon to the Antelope 
valley, the building of a similar road 
over the mountains from Pasadena to 
the Antelope valley, the building of 
the harbor 
truck boulevard and the 
Arroyo Seco project! 


What the citizens of this valley are 
now interested in is the including of 
this continuation of Citrus or Grand 
avenue. 
Citrus is now being 
macad­ 
amized from ,the south city limits of 
Covina to the base of the foothills on 
the southj.making a straight, strip of 
modern 
highway 
from 
the Foothill 
boulevard through Covinn to' the. new 
Valencia Heights district. I t is. now 
proposed to carry this road on over tho 
hills, through the Grazide and Sen- 
tous ranches, following an entirely new 
.route. The'grade is very inconsiderable 


vards in this end of the county.

The advantages of this avenue would 
be very great in merely connecting the 
two bo.ulovar.ds, but is made an added, 
neceBBity because of the Broa. canyon 
road, which will make an outlet that 
will connect us directly with Orange 
county and make a short cut to the 
many beach points, g r a n g e county has 
already macadamized its portion of the 
Brea canyon road to the county line.

FIERCE FIRE IN HILLS 


IS QUICKLY CONTROLLED. 


Late Thursday afternoon a serious 
fire broke ouj; in the hills south of Co- 
vEfta, in' the roar of the great Klein­ 
meyer ranch of 1340 acres, managed 
b | J. J. ( " J a c k " ) 
FitzGorald, and 
stbeked with blooded coach horses and 
breeding Percheron mares. 
The fire 
was discovered by FitzGerald, and he 
says that someone saw a couple of 
small boys running across the hills just 
before the smoke was seen. 


The gravity of the situation called 
for prompt action. 
FitzGerald 
tele­ 
phoned to Covina and soon had a large 
force of men on tho way to the fire in 
the big truck of the Coyina Transfer 
Company. 
About two hundred 
acres 
had been burned over, and the fire was 
sweeping almost due north. Fast work 
at the crown of one of the hills quelled 
it, but it seemed like a miracle that it 
was stopped at all, as it was sweeping 
through dead burr clover and filaree 
that stood almost knee-deep. 


Thursday was one of the hottest days 
of the year, and everything in tho hills, 
as it has been for months, was bone 
dry. Had the fire been assisted bettor 
by a stronger wind there is no doubfr 
but that it would have swept thousands 
of acres and been burning for sevoral 
days. 


. A sharp watch is to be kept by^ the 
ranchmen for the remainder of the sea­ 
son. The authorities say that hunters 
and campers will be held responsible 
for damages if they are the cause of 
starting a fire in these hills. Besides 
endangering ranch buildings, a big fire 
wopild sweep off the pasture, which is 
the finest this year that it has been in 
majny years.

DINO COUNTY ON JOURNEY THROUGH HIGH MOUNTAINS.—THE 
TRIP IS ONE OF THE MOST WONDERFUL 
ON ENTIRE

COUNTIES WILL UNDOUBTEDLY FOLLOW SUIT.

If it be true, as some have 
claimed, that travel blunts the edge 
of enjoyment and renders one indiffer­ 
ent and blase, it is true only of those 
artificial charms which form the at­ 
tractions of great cities and the pleas­ 
ure-haunts of men. These may at last 
grow wearisome. 
But nature wears 
a freshness that can never fade. 
Con­ 
tinual worship at her shrine Increases 
our desire for that happiness which 
only Nature gives and 
adds 
to 
our 
capacity for its appreciation. 


These words are the expression of 
our thoughts as with 75 other scribes, 
representing the papers of Los An­ 
geles and San Bernardino counties, we 
return from a three days' trip over 
and around the mountains 01 San Ber­ 
nardino, where the 
auto 
roads 
and 
splendid resorts make rest and travel 
on the heights .delightful; while the 
keen tonic of the air, laden with the 
pine odors, restores the jaded frame, 
as ancients dreamed a draught would 
do from the pure fountain of perpetual 
youth. 


The newspaper men on this occa­ 
sion were the guests of the supervisors 
of San Bernardino county and to the 
Los Angeles delegation the trip was 
not only an inspiration but also an edu­ 
cation. In three short days we were 
shown the possibilities in mountain 
road building within our own county. 
The supervisors 
of 
San 
Bernardino 
county by a total expenditure of less 
than $1,000,000, covering a period of 
many years, have constructed over 200 
miles of mountain road, making San 
Bernardino today the most attractive 
gateway to the land of mountain In 
Southern California, in fact compelling 
all tourists who seek the mountains, 
the lakes, and the pine forests to go 
there. No other point is quite so cen­ 
tral for excursions. None is more easy 
of approach. 


Our party left San, Bernardino at 
1:30 p.m., on Saturday, returning at 8 
o'clock on the following Monday even­ 
ing. The last lap of the journey being 
by way of Seven Oaks, Mill Creek 
canyon and Forest Home, which was an 
addition to the route as originally out

A fine brook 
business were compelled to forego this I winds in and out among forns and 
latter part of the trip missed scenery i bouldors, now appearing ut the road 
which for beauty and grandeur wasjsido, again plunging down doopor into 
not excelled on the three days' jour­ 
ney. 


On Saturday morning services dedi­ 
cating the '' 101-Mile Drive on the Rim 
of the World" and the unveiling of a 
stone monument on Strawberry Peak 
was held shortly after sunrise. John S. 
McGroarty, the author of the Mission 
Flay, and the best loved journalist and 
poet in Southern California, delivered 
the dedication address, a masterpiece 
of poetic eloquence. 


Realizing our own Inability to con­ 
vey to our readers the grandeur and 
scenic beauty of tho trip, we publish 
in full a descriptive article from the 
pen of Dr. J. N. Baylls, which appear­ 
ed in the San Bernardino Sun last May, 
describing the ldenticul route taken 
by the editorial party. Dr. Baylls has 
lived in the San Bernardino mountains 
for many years, and no other pen can 
so graphically and truthfully portray 
their charm as that of the doctor. 


BY DR. J. N. BAYLIS 
Where tho north wind 
moots 
the 
south wind; whore the piunaclod spires 
of tho snow-capped pouks pierce tho 
uzuro sky; where tho brook plunges 
over tln> towering cliffs; whore tho 
timbered hillsides slope into meadows 
of sweet grasses; where tho squirrels 
frolic in giant pines inufuii 
in placid waters, there winds tho '' .101- 
milo drive on the rim of the wor'd." 


From cultivated plain to deep can­ 
yons, ulong noisy brooks with shaded 
banks, across chaparral covered moun­ 
tain sides to piuo-clothcd bills, through 
forest of oak and codar, to Inns of 
beauty and comfort. Now winding its 
wny through valleys of great beauty to 
lakes of tho bluest waters, tooming 
with game lisli; again leading around 
some dazzling peak to more woodland 
of giant pines and on to glens, moun­ 
tain streams, deep gorges, now wo see 
a vale fern-filled and fringed with ten- 


tho canyon's depths. 
Upward through 
this pleasant way tho road goes for 
four miles. 
Then a sharp turn and 
tho work changes to hillside climb 
ing, through the chaparral. 
At this 
point, the altitude is 3,000 feet, and 
wo have traveled 11 miles since our 
start. 
The grades bocomo moro pro 
nouncod, 8, 10,, 12, 15 por cont, but 
this is unimportant. 
Onward goes tho 
car and tho panorama of tho valley 
from tho mountain to the soa, miles 
and miles of it, spread boforo your 
oyo, and a glance up the hillside shows 
tier 
above 
tier 
of 
tho 
zigzagging 
switchbacked road and at the top tho 
skylino of giant pines 
fringing 
tho 
mountain odge. 
Insocts drono in tho 
flowering sago, hawks float far out in 
tho azuro^depths of sky, and the motor 
purrs on morrily, and upward wo go 
until tho effort lands us among the 
pines 14 milos from our start, at ap 
altitude of 4,000 foot above the sea 
und at a place whore a turn of tho 
head discloses two watersheds spread 
on cither hund, to ono sido miles of 
tho Mojuvo desert; on tho other the 
blue Pacific ocoan, 


The road now winds 
through 
the 
pines for a mile on nearly a level plain 
to the ltod It Grocery. 
This is the 
dividing point to tho l,os Angeles play 


of Heely and Houston flats, and the 
picturesque , resort 
of 
"Thousand 
I'inos." 
This is a cabin und hotel 
resort, 5,100 feet high, of great popu­ 
larity. 
Its service is of high quality, 
its charges moderate. 


Tho main crest highway continues 
eastward along the top, and turns up 
the hill at a point a quarter of a 
mile on tho way to Bkyland Heights 
resort. 
This is a pleasant tenting and 
hotel resort, open to the public the 
year round. 
The Inn is a cosy well 
conducted 
tavern 
with 
reasonable 
rates. 


Famous Squirrel Inn. 


Going eastward on our journey for 
three miles, the famous Squirrel Inn 
club house is reached. 
Many beau­ 
tiful summer homes of the club mem­ 
bers are here grouped upon a pictur­ 
esque knoll. 
The fame of the hospi­ 
tality of this quaint Inn in the days 
when it was open to the public is 
widespread. 
Today 
its 
service 
is 
limited to the members of the colony. 


Leaving Squirrel Inn, we soon reach 
the beautiful log gateway of Pinecrest, 
one-quarter mile to the east. 
Here 
we arrive at the real beginning of the 
great crest highway. 
At this point 
on the road has sprung up the splendid 
Pinecrest 
mountain 
resort. 
A great 
log hotel building, 
dining 
hall 
and 
many unique rustic structures and a 
whole village of splendid housekeeping 
bungalows complete a resort 
feature 
of unusual attractiveness. 


Pinecrest is open to the public at 
all seasons in the cabin department, 
and from June to October in both 
hotel and bungalow departments. 
At 
this resort 
every comfort 
short of 
luxury can be secured at 
moderate 
cost. 
Each house is a home and the 
hotel one big family. 


From 
Pinecrest 
as 
headquarters,-] 
many beautiful and enjoyable excur­ 
sions may be made to nearby points. 
Among the most popular is the trip 
to the lake at Little Bear valley. This 
mountain lake is located in a pretty 
valley a splendid forest of pines and 
oak skirting its shores and hills, and 
has become renowned 
as 
the 
most 
wonderful fishing ground in California 
for trout. This little trip takes 20 to 
30 minuteB and but one - of the many 
that may be made. 
Camping places 
without number are in this region. The 
United States forest department leas­ 
es lots in subdivisions set aside for 
the -purpose, and many homes have 
been built upon these leaseholds. The 
great advantage of the crest country, 
especially the western division of it 
is the freedom from rain or fog dur­ 
ing the summer. Many camps are not 
provided even with a tent, and sleep­ 
ing in the open is the custom. 


Starting on the eastward journey, 
we- pass through the great stone gate­ 
way and enter upon "the 
101-mile 
drive on the rim of the world." 
Up 
through a pleasant woodland we climb 
for a quarter of a mile and swing 
Strawberry peak, 6,150 feet high, Here 
a stop of a few minutes is taken to 
gaze at the widespread panorama of 
the valley to the west'and south, miles 
upon miles of groves of oranges,. and 
fields of grain stretching away to the 
ocean. 
And tier after tier of. moun­ 
tain ranges are piled up to the east. 
Below us is a mighty chasm, thous­ 
ands of feet in depth and trees in 
its lower depths appear like blades of 
grass. Now tho way is through prim­ 
eval forests of pine, hemlock, oak and 
codar, ever changing vistas with each 
turn of the road displays mountain, 
desert, ocean and valley in kaleido­ 
scopic variations. 
First the rangers' 
cabins, then a pioneer cabin at Kuf- 
fol's, and next Heap's, the border line 
of the timber cutting. 
The peak at 
Heap's is 6,400 feet high. 
We now 
traverse the old railroad grade of the 
logging road, uaed in lumbering this 
part of tho mountains. 
Formerly this 
rogion bore tho grandest trees in the 
range, but they were sacrificed to com­ 
merce, and tho logging road is the only 
heritage left of a onco beautiful wood­ 
land. 
Tho views from this section of 
tho road aro unobstructed and furnish 
wonderful lessons in the anatomy of 
the mountains and the effect of erosion 
by the oloments upon a denuded area, 
and easily converts every 
spectator 
into 'a 
disciple 
of 
conservation 
of 
forests. 


Famous Trout Fishing. 


As wo approach the eastern side of 
this 
donuded 
area 
we 
reach 
Deep 
creek,at its summit end. 
This is one 
of the groutost water gathering streams 
in the rango. It has great renown for 
its trout 
fishing. 
Where 
the 
road 
crosses tho creek, it 
appears 
as 
a 
charming brook, and its fish may be 
viowod from tho car swimming in the 
quiet pools. A few miles further east­ 
ward wo arrive at a beautiful valley 
of rich lush growth of ferns and wild 
flowors 
and 
magnificent 
trees, 
our 
lunching ground, Groen valley. 
Our 
spirits riso, for devastation is left be­ 
hind and tho pleasant protecting shade 
of the grand old trees promise new 
beautios from this time on. 
We are 
now 40,1 miles on our way, and at an 
altitudo of 7,000 feet. 


From this time we journey enst- 
wurd through tho heart of tho range. 
Forests of giant trees, centuries old, 


stems recalling tho term of cathedral 
woods covering valo und hill one every 
side. 
Groups of younger growth one 
to 
100 years 
old, are 
interspersed 
among the giants. 
Underneath them 
all is tho soft brown carpet of pine 
needles, but nowhere underbrush to 
destroy tho well kept park-like appear­ 
ance of the forest. 


Tho road winds up hill and down i 
hill, around cliffs, over ridgos, every­ 
where a good road, easy and safe, al­ 
ways beautiful. 
Occasionally we come 
to a rocky cliff with twisted, dwarfed 
and starved 
trees struggling for 
a 


chance among the crevices, again a 
great monumental pile of stone, left! 
by the glaciers, with 
a 
picturesque 
pi no or two planted in some fissure; 
not extend your welcome, the atmos­ 
phere of the place breathes it, and at 
once you are at home. 
If you want, 
to fisft, Gus can tell you where; if 
you want to Hunt the deer or ducks 
Gus knows where to Send you. 
Every 
foot of the country he is master of. 
Lounge in the delightful country a day, 
a month, or longer if you will, the 
charm will not wear off.

The return journey leads over the 
southern rim of the Bear valley ba­ 
sin, upward and up, up until 7,750 is 
the barometric register, and at 
the 
brink you gaze down into an awful 
abyss of surpassing grandeur. 
Peaks 
12,500 to 13,000 feet high tower above 
you across the canyon; westward lie 
the valley and the ocean and before 
you the thread of a road to travel. 
Swiftly but safely the delightful de­ 
scent carries you to the floor of the 
Santa Ana canyon. 
Through the bed 
of the river canyon, we pick our way 
under great cliffs, fording the stream 
many times, past power houses, and 
.finally we sweep out into the valley 
and again travel through groves of 
oranges and fields of hay back to town 
and the starting place at the railroad. 
This is a beautiful ride through pic­ 
turesque country over fine VoadB. 
A 
trip long to linger in the memory, and 
one every California 
visitor 
should 
take.

Cooking Fruit In Syrup 


Information of Interest to Women Who 
Do Their Own Preserving. 


At this season of the year, when 
women all over California are either 
preserving or getting ready to preserve, 
the following directions for cooking 
fruit in syrup will prove of special in­ 
terest. 


Wash the fruit and remove imper- 
|. feet ions; pare, stone, etc., as necessary. 
Make a syrup ,of the boiling water, 
corn syrup and sugar. 
Drop in the 
fruit and cook slowly until soft enough 
to pierce with a knitting needle. The 
fruit should be thoroughly sterilized in 
order that it should keep. Drop fruit 
into sterilized cans; strain the boiling 
syrup 
over the fruit. 
Insert the

THE UNSKILLED GIRL. 
Miss Florence M. Marshall, principal of the Manhattan 'Trade School for 
girls in New York City, issues a warning to all young girls. This forms a part 
of a comment on a prize-winning letter printed in Today's magazine. The first 
part is general: 


Learn while you axe young to do some kind of practical work that will 
enable you to earn a living, no matter whether you expect to marry or don't 
expect to marry." 
And then she emphasizes these words—"It Is the only safe 
thing to do.'' 


The second part of the warning is specific: 
Don't enter the field of stenography or typewriting unless you are able 
to get at least a high school training." 


Now let us go back to the beginning and see what it is that arouses Miss 
Marshall to just this kind of warning. 


The letter on which Miss Marshall comments can be summed up briefly 
The girl-writer had "never learned anything practical to do" so when she bad 
to get work "the problem of what to do was a serious one." 
First she took 
up typewriting, and after six weeks' study she was able to earn an average of 
about twelve dollars a month by public typewriting. She gradually added to 
this and at the end of eight months she bought a multigraphing machine. 
These 
are expensive and at the end of the first year from its purchase she had earned 
just Its cost and $10.50 over. 
I 


It is evident that she had relatives to help her out during this time, for 
of course purchasing a multigraph, while a valuable business investment for the 
future, was not earning her living. 


The girl naively adds, "since then it has been all profit and has paid 
well," showing that like many women, she counts her own time and labor 
valueless, thinking it has been "all profit." 


The prize, (a fourth one) was given the writer of the letter for her clear 
story of persistence against odds. Miss Marshall says the chief Interest to her 
lies in what she can read between the lines. 


First, there is the pathos of the thousands and thousands of girls who come 
up every year against the stone wall of a living to earn'with no means to climb 
the wall. Suppose this girl had been forced to earn every slice of bread she 
ate, every night's shelter > and every stitch she wore during tbat first year. 
Could she have won out? Perhaps she could. But the chances would have 
been gravely against her. 


Miss Marshall goes on to say: 
" I am Interested in an evening Bchool for girls who are at work during 
the day. Every year, in admitting girls to the different classes, I come In touch 
with hundreds who did not see the necessity of learning anything practical 
while they were young, but who were lured Into all sorts of 'unskilled jobs' be­ 
cause the wage, though small, was Immediate. At 25, SO, or even 40 years of 
»ge, many of them seek admissi&rf fo the evening'classes, hoping to learn some* 
thing by which they can earn a better livihg. "Butthe tragedy is tljat it is then 
too late."' 
, 
' 


She concludes with the admonition quoted above. 
Just now multitudes of girls are coming out of school who must get to 
work as soon as possible. Let them ponder these cautions thoroughly. ' The 
young person in an unskilled occupation has little chance of success, unless the 
vhours are short enough so that she can keep on learning something better. 
She must keep her eyes open for every opportunity, and she must deliberately 
train herself for the job above hers. 


Stenography' is most deceptive. Unless a girl has a thorough grounding 
not only in spoiling, grammar and punctuation, but also a solid knowledge of 
the principles of composition, to go into it is like building a house whose roof is 
held by flimsy pillars and which has no walls. It Is never a satisfactory shelter 
and may topple any minute. 


Diligence, intelligence and skill are necessary for the girl who would 
succeed. She cannot get along without any one of these, though given the first 
two, the third may be cultivated, 


OVER-EXPLOITING- OF THAW. 
' 


' The case of Harry K. Thaw, naturally, from a human-interest standpoint, 
has gripped the public attention. Presuming upon this natural Interest in the'j 
outcome of Thaw's persistent struggle for freedom, the journalistic saffrons 
have been unloading upon the public nauseous messes of disgusting details of 
Thaw's every act, move or word. Upon his release from the custody of legal 
authorities, Thaw has been besieged by a small army of reporters who have 
trailed him everywhere he has gone and noted his every act arid quoted his 
every word. This bulleting of the dally life of the notorious figure of a scanda­ 
lous tragedy threatens to go on indefinitely. 


It is but fair to clean, rational, representative journalism to 'denounce 
this Thaw-exploiting nonsense as, thoroughly sickening to the average news­ 
paper man, just as it is to the average newspaper reader. Newspapers of stand­ 
ards and standing are not indulging in such flagrant breaches of taste, nor would 
they do so. The journals that are making "news" of Thaw's every move are 
not representative of'the best in American journalism. In fact, one might sepa­ 
rate the sheep from the goats—so to speak—among the newspapers of the 
country, by noting the manner in which each one of them has handled this 
Thaw case, from Its beginning, several years ago, down to the present. The bet­ 
ter class, representative newspapers have restricted their Thaw news to the real 
news—to just what took place, at different stages, tbat was of sufficient interest 
to the public eo justify publication.

Elimination of Deadly 
Grade Crossings

Viaduct Plan for Elimination of Sur­ 
face Traffic is to be Referred to Joint 
City and County Committee, Follow­ 
ing Conference with Supervisors. 


Grade crossing accidents in Los An­ 
geles in 1914 exceeded the number of 
similar accidents in all the rest of 
California, Eailroad Commissioner Ed- 
gerton told a conference of city and 
county officials, property owners and 
representatives of commercial and civic 
bodies before the board of supervisors 
Tuesday. 


In Los Angeles there were thirty- 
eight deaths and 196 injuries at grade 
crossings last year. During the same 
and 124 injuries in other parts of the 
state. 


The answer is: Eliminate the 'grade 
crossing. 


This answer fell upon the conference 
Tuesday with a heavy weight, fbf'iihe 
meeting was called to lay plans for the 
campaign for six viaducts over the 
riv,er, railroads and portions of the in­ 
dustrial district. The construction Of 
the six viaducts was suggested by the 
board of'-public utilities as a solution 
of' the grade-crossing problem. 


The upshot of the conference was 
the authorization of the appointment 
of a committee of seven county f'ep 
resentatives to meet with a similar 
number of city representatives. P^esi 
dent Lane of the board of public,utili­ 
ties explained the plan, by saying that 
the ultimate cost will'be about'$4^00,- 
000, to be divided among the city, 
county, railroads, street car company 
and property owners in an assessment 
district. 


It is proposed to construct viaducts 
at Main, Macy, First, Fourth, Seventh 
and Ninth streets. 


The joint committee will hold a series 
of hearings and will rocommend the 
plan that appears most feasible. 
City 


Attorney Stephens explained that the 
council is not committed to the sug­ 
gested plan of the board of public 
utilities. 


Bailroad Commissioner Edgerton sug 
gested that the separation of V grades 
be taken up in its entirety and not a 
single unit, in the interest of the com­ 
munity. He added that the state rail­ 
road commission is ready and willing 
to co-operate. 


Chairman Pridham was authorized 
to name a committee of seven to rep­ 
resent the county.

pet of him. 


There is no market for lemons. 
The
